In some cases, a mismatch of

parent’s bloods may cau se 
sev ere damage to y ou ng tissu es, 
especially 
of 
th e 
brain. 
Wh en 
y ou go for y ou r blood tests, y ou 
sh ou ld ask th e ph y sician to ch eck 
th e so-called Rh factor. 
If th is resu lts in a mismatch , 
do not panic. 
Many Rh -incom- 
patible 
cou ples 
become 
parents 
of fine, h ealth y ch ildren. 
(I h av e 
in front of me now a pictu re 
of one of my former office nu rses 
and h er fiv e bu x om youngsters, 
none of wh om suffered as resu lt 
of

bloods.) 
However, we are dealing—as 
I indicated at the outset—with 
the long chance and the assured 
fart that you won’t want to omit 
any reasonable precaution.

Moth er 
mu st 
carefu lly

ch ild with an 
eru ptiv e disease, su ch as German 
measles. 
Ex perience h as sh own 
th at moth ers wh o catch German 
measles early in th eir pregnancy 
often h av e ch ildren with birth de­ 
fects. 
Like many physicians I have 
for 
years 
recommended 
that 
mother* 
deliberately 
expose 
their 
daughters to 
German 
measles so as to avoid this risk. 
If I h ad my way , I wou ld ban­ 
ish h ou seh old pets, at least du ring 
th e first h alf of th e pregnancy . 
Some v ery rare cases h av e been 
known wh ere 
an organism h as 
passed from a pet th rou gh th e 
blood of th e moth er to cau se dam ­ 
age to th e baby ’s ey esigh t. 
And, finally , if I were moth er, 
I’d knock off smoking—at least 
du ring pregnancy .
